Transplanting  can  be  done  successfully  as  soon  as  the  frost 
is  out  of  the  ground  in  the  spring  until  early  June.  Ever¬ 
greens  and  herbaceous  perennials  can  be  successfully  trans¬ 
planted  until  early  July.  We  usually  begin  to  dig  about 
March  20th. 

Evergreens  may  be  transplanted  successfully  during  August, 
September  and  October,  herbaceous  perennials  during  Sep¬ 
tember  and  until  the  middle  of  October,  and  trees  and  flower¬ 
ing  shrubs  transplant  best  during  October  and  November.

Unlike  the  usual  run  of  stock  offered, 
these  are  mostly  old  trees,  several  times  transplanted,  and 
heavy  enough  to  give  a  worthwhile  immediate  effect.  The  de¬ 
gree  of  heaviness  or  bushiness  of  each  sort  is  indicated  by  the 
letter  X. 

Most  of  the  heavier  trees  are  growing  in  our  nurseries  at 
Framingham  (in  case  you  wish  to  see  them),  but  you  do  not 
have  to  consider  in  which  nursery  they  are  growing  when  plac¬ 
ing  the  order.  We  will  attend  carefully  to  the  matter  of  as¬ 
sembling  the  items  from  both  nurseries  in  filling  orders.

The  petals  are  reddish 
pink  in  the  folded  bud,  white  or  delicately  stained 
with  pale  pink  when  fully  expanded.”
